Ui'iu-atcil ru- 
mors lo tin: effect thai tlx- operat- 
ors were (Ktcrmim d to opcrafe tlie 
mine of the Cbicago-Virdea Coal 
Company with imported colored 
laburera caoaed many tbreata to 
I..- made l»y theminera, whoaeeroed 
i.> f. el that if once the colored men 
wt rc inklalled their fii^ht against 
the operators was l;)st. For the 
past two wct-ks the iiuncrs have 
tHien coming to Virdcn in Icrci and 
camping in the vicinity oi the mine, 
aleeping in halla and in a weasure 
laying siege to the niniog tirop- 
rrty. They cone from Mount 
Olive, Si.iunton, Springfield, Mil- 
wood, (iir.iril and other of the 
nn^lilH.iini; Munint; towns. A com- 
pli te sybl< ni lia.l Wvw arranged, as 
th«: men Irmti these places relieved 
each other every few days. The 
flBttun^ tiave a number of leaders in 
the aute ofBcera of the union 
and in agitatora Vho have been 
prominent in the Illinois coal 
strikes for a number of years past.

Fred W. Lukins, nianag<r of 
the mine, and in charge of the 
company'a property here, wu the 
head of the foreea which guarded 

the company's property. He aaked 
repeatedly for the aid of state 
trtxips, l)iit tin- matter had been in 
the hands of Sheriff Davenport, of 
thia county. Lukins had (he com 
pany mine and property completely 
•unrounded by a high atockade, 
which incloaaa no leaa than aeven 
acres of ground and includoa the 
buildings at the mouth of the shaft 
and thirty-four houses used by the 
miners. Tlie stockade about tlie 
properly is too high lor men within 
It lo fire over it. but over the mouth 
of tbo abaft ia a tipple, rising high 
above the Other buildings and mak 
ing an excellent point of vantage 
for (he guards who might be sta- 
tioned there. 

LiikiuH w.'is determined to im- 
port nt'(;ro miiik rs uml work the 
mine. The miners learned ol liis 
determination and asscinblnl in 
forcu to prevent it. He had the 
riflca aent here by the State and 
plenty of ammunition inaide the 
stockade. He secured aboiit fifty 
guards. The houses of the com- 
pany were prepared for the recep- 
tion of the negro miners sevi ral 
days ago, and all arrangements 
wore made to bring them here from 
the South. The miners learned of 
theae preparationa laat nigbt and 
nearly 2000 of them gathered here. 

The imported miners were ex- 
pected from the South over the 
Chicago and Alton, and early this 
morning the strikers heard of their 
departure from East St. Louis. Ap- 
parently there was no excitement, 
although the unuaual aigbtof bun 
drcds of men crowding the yards 
of the Alton Railway armed with 
rifles. shotBuns and revolvers was 
not a peaceful one. The Alton 
runs through the eaatern part of 
the town from north to south. 
About a quarter of a mile south of 
the depot ia a ahaft being operated 
on the co-operative plan. Here 
twenty- five or thirty miners were 
Btationed. 

STKIKEKS KCADV. 

At the depot the miner's were 
crowding elbow to elbow, on the 
the long platform, which crosses 

from one side tci the other of the 
Lroad sstrcet. They lined the tracks 
ol the Alton up to the stockade of 
the coal company half a mile away 
but nearly all on the west side of 
- the track switches lead into (he 
stockade from the north and from 
the south. The nortb'awitch was 
guarded by a score or more miners 
and to the south the strikers were 
crowded close up to the walls of the 
Storkade. All were arnitd but 
|Ui£rc was little or no conversation 
'^mong the men. All knew they 
were on the eve of a crisis, and all 
erves seemed at a tenaion. There 



were a few tieputies in the crowd 
and seven special guards of the 
Chicago and Alton road, in charge 
of W. S. Cain, of Chicago, the 
road'a apecial agent. 

At I a. 30 the whiatle of a locomo- 
tive was heird from the south *of 
the tc)wn, and the low rumble of a 
rapully approaclung tr.nn down the 
track south of the })lace. The train 
drew nearer, and as it reached (he 
south shift the engineer applied 
the brakes and the train slowed up 
as it paaaed the shaft. Then the 
strikera who had been alationed 
there fired their guns in the air as 
a signal to their companions about 
the railway station and at the 
north shaft. The train moved 
slowly forward. The engineer had 
been instructed to keep a sharp 
Jookottt for obatnictioia on the 
tracka. There were a lew more 
shots fired in the air as the cara 
approached the depot, the strikers 
being apparently iinwillm;; to slud 
blood, but rathi r wishing to alarm 
their comrades nearer the stockade 
where the negroes would be un 
loaded. 

The train aeemed ominous aa ii 
passed slowly northward. Coupled 
to the engine was a freight car. 

then came a bagga^;e car and last 
the (wo passengi-rs toaclns, in 
which (he negroes w< re riding 
The blinds ol (hese were pulled 
down, the doors closed, locked and 
curtained. The firing continued 
into the air until tbo depot was 
reached, then the firing became 
general, and confusion became ap- 
parent among the miners. Four 
armed guards stood between the 
cars of the train. They held Win- 
chester rilles in read' "less, butnone 
of them were used at first. 

A moment after the train paaaed 
the depot rifle barrels were lowered 
and a fuliaade of abota was directed 
ai;ainst the train and againat the 
stockade. Windows in the train 
were broken and the woodwork 
splintered. Hundreds of sho(s 
were directed against the stockade. 
Smoke began torollovt r the heads 
of (he surging crowd of miners. 
Spiteful guats of smoke broke from 
the tipple in the center of the 
stockade, flaahea of light shot from 
the ends of the rifle barrels, and 
then the barks of the guns were 
heard. Every face in that crowd 
of excited men was pale and drawn, 
eyes were bloodshot and hands 
trembled. Among the men were 
several leadera who counaeled them 
to atand firm. 

The sinkers had nothing to fire 
at but the tower or tipple, and few 
of their guns would carry to it. In 
sheer desperation they hred into (he 
train, where the terrified negroes 
were hugging the floors. The train 
pulled up oppoaite the stockade. 
Kiley, the man guarding the fouth 
switch into the stockade, had been 
shot down beside the switch tar- 
get, and (he miners surged over 
his tiody and made it too hazard- 
ous to attempt to pull over the 
switch. At the north switch scores 
of minora were maaaed on the 
tracka.

The 111 Faied Traia Arrives at Springiclrf, 
llUaalt. 

Si'RiNGPiEi.i), Im. , October la. — 
The train on which the negroes 
were brought to Virden arrived in 
this city at i 30 (his afternoon On 
board were a large number of 
frightened blacka, aome of whom 
were accompanied by their wives 
and children. A few were atill 
hysterical, and none dared thrust 
their heads from the windows, fear- 
ing stray ' bullets from some tin- 
known enemy. 

The train was a sorry spectacle 
itself. It waa riddled with bullets. 
The four paaaenger coaches, the 
freight car and caliooae each came 
in for heavy doses of hot lead. 
Twenty panes of glass in the win- 
dows were broken, and in one pane 
nineteen holes appeared. The men 
injured were aix of the armed train 
guarda and one negro. The other 
paaaengera escaped the balls by 
throwing tbeibaelvaa in the aisles 
or under the seats. Upon arrival 
here the several injured men were 
conveyed to the Springfield Hos- 
pital where they will be cared for. 

Two guards were also fatally 
wounded. 

The one negro hurt was shot in 
the head, and the wound may yet 
prove fatal. 

Herbert Kygar, ol Bloomington, 
engineer of the train, was shot in 
(he arm. just above the elbow. His 
injury waa not aerious.

prompted, aided, abetted or par- 
ticipated in the riots of today, 
whether they are miners, miners 
officials, state officials or othcrs^ 
We shall determine before we are 
through whether the government 
of this state can class our popula 
tion as ex-convicts, scalawags, etc. 
with impunity, and whether the 
colored citizens of this country can 
have their rights under the consti- 
tution set aside at the whim and 
pleasure of the government of Illi- 
nois. We shall determine for our- 
selves and others in this state just 
how far a Governor can annul and 
evade the duties placed upon him 
by the constitottoa and itatntes of 
this state. " 

.ALTOX OFFICIALS WROTH. 

Deny the Governar ii Kigbt to S«izt Tbcir 
Tnia. 

CiinAGo, III.., Oct. 14. — Com- 
plications which threaten to assume 
greater proportions than the clash 
between fedcratjle and state au- 
tlioity during the railway strike un- 
der Altgeld's administration prom- 
ises to grow out of Gov. Tanner's 
alleged seizure of the Alton road at 
Virden. General Solicitor Brown, 
of the Chicago ami .Mton, left for 
Springricid totlay as a result of a 
conference between the ollicials ot 
the road. The Governor will be 
sought by Solicitor Brown, who 
will jMsutne charge of the situation 
at virden, so far ss the Alton is 
concerned. Steps will be taken 
likewise by the Alton to secure leg- 
al redress for tlie alleged lawless 
seizure of the road by the Gover 
nor. The oflicials of the Alton 
make no attempt to conceal their 
anger, and cast the blame on the 
Governor for interfering with a 
common carrier which has authori- 
ty to operate at aueh under state 

laws. 

The oflicials of the Alton claim 
that one of the most sacred pre 
rogatives of a common carier was 
outraged when the Governor in 
structed the troops to take posses- 
sion of the Alton road, thus pre 
venting the train crews performing 
their duties, and in forcibly taking 
charge of the switch and other 
keys. The two repeated attempts 
of the Alton road to unload pas- 
sengers at Virden, each time re 
pulsed by the troops, has nettled 
tbe officers, and they express their 
determination to find out if the 
Governor of the state can -'exer- 
cise lawless force," as they term it, 
without being held to account. So- 
licitor Brown was instructed to 
look up the law, and he reported 
that Gov. Tanner exceeded his au- 
thority and acted without consti- 
tutional right in restraining the 
road from taking its passengers to 
to their destination and forcibly 
tying up the road. 

••Lawless force covers the situ- 
ation entirely," said Mr. Brown, 
before leaving his office. "Not 
lawless force sanctioned by the 
Governor of the. state, but by a 
man who acts as Governor of the 
state Our road is a common car- 
rier and operates in the state under 
the laws. The Governor has abso 
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of Jacksonville, 
for the Chicago 
and .Mton Ivailroad, called on Gov. 
Tannei tliis evening and protested 
in the name of the railroad company 
against the state troops hoarding 
the company's trains and searching 
them. The result of Mr. Brown's 
protest that Gov. Tanner pave in- 
structions to Col. Young, m com- 
mand of the state troops at Virden, 
not to allow troops to board the 
Chicago and Alton trains and 
search them, but to prevent the un- 
loading of negro miners there.

It is no surprise to any reader of 
the newspapers to learn that the 

miners' ; trikc at Virden, III., has 
ended in bloodshed. The only 
wonder is that it did not come 
sooner, with the embittered strik- 
ers on one side, encouraged to 
maintain their stand by Gov. Tan- 
ner, and with the operators, 
backed up by local authorities, 
bent upon opening their mines 
with negro labor under the pro 
tection of private guards. With- 
out attempting to examine into 
the merits of the case, it is plain 
that Gov. Tanner has tried to make 
political capital out of a nnous 
labor trouble. Having-the mem 
ory of the Homestead strike before 
him he early determined that if 
anybody was going to proht politi- 
cally by this ipiarrel it should be 
the Governor of Illinois, and he 
has framed every proclamation and 
and made every order pertaining 
to the affair with that solitary end 
in view. His attitude has been 
that of an arrant uen.af^ogue, but 
it may cost his party dear before 
this story of blood and riot is 
over. 

Illinois has been unfortunate in 
the matter of labor troubles. On 
account of the mixed nature of her 
population and the large number 
of foreigners this is unavoidable. 
The frequent strikes resulting in- 
flame the most violent ; . .ions 
and call for the great for- 
bearance and, at the lju.l- time, 
firmness on the part of the authori- 
ties.

Whatever may have been the 
wrongs of the miners at Virden, 
111., or whatever might have been 
the rights of the mine owners, 
should cut no figure in the investi- 
gation which must necessarily fol- 
low the wanton bloo^'shed and 
murder which occiirretl there X)c- 
tober 12. 1-ither the sheriff of 
Macoupin County, or the Governor 
of the State, or the mine owners, 
or all three, are responsible tor the 
awful slaughter, and the guilty 
must be made to sufier — no matter 
who it may be. That there was 
criminal neglect or recklessness 
on the part of those in authority 
admits of little doubt, which can 
only be settled altera careful hear- 
ing and judicial trial. It is, on 
tlic surface, not altogether unlike 
a repetition of the horrible Home- 
stead strike, which ■ culminated so 
disastrously. Apparently, there 
was an utter absence of any one 
clothed with authority to stop or 
check the lawless proceedings, as 
rifles, guns, and other firearms 
were carried, and in the possession 
of reckless meu, who used them 
with murdetous effect. To have 
permitted the assemblage of large 
bodies of armed meu was in itself 
criminal neglect on the part of 
some one, because armed mobs 
are a menace to peace, and unlaw- 
ful in any state of the union. 
Therefore to have allowed such 
gatherinj;r, without some effort 
made to restrain tliem evidences a 
culpable neglect or carelessness 
which must be fixed upon the 
guilty party after an impartial 
bearing, and the sooner it takes 
place the better satisfied will be 
the public.

perfectly easily absorbed in only 
partly filling the gap made in tbe 
world's ordinary reserve stocks 
diirinK tlie past two years of insuf- 
ficient production. Nobody prob- 
ably can tell what the world's wheat 
reserves really amount to, but it is 
certain that they now arc 40,000,- 
000 quarters less than they have 
been in some seasons during the 
last tiftcen years, and thev are cer- 
tainly 25,000, quarters less thsn 
they were last year. The present 
position of the wheat market may 
therefore be regarded as a safe one 
what the future bas in store is 
largely a question ot how much 
Argentina prodocea this 
harvest."

An interesting Relic. 
Our good friend, J. T. Bailey, 
brought to this olBce last week an 
interesting relic of early days in 
this section. It was a wooden pin 
one inch in diameter and five inch> 
cs long, which was found near the 
heart of a saw-log. Around the 
small end of the pin was a tuft of 
human hair in a fair state of pres- 
ervation. The growth of the tree 
had closed the hole over the head 
of the pin until over six inches ol 
timber intervened between the pin 
and the bark. A careful count of 
the annual rings shows that seven- 
ty years has elapsed since the hole 
was bored and the hair and pin 
place in tiM tree, h superstition 
prevailed amonR the early si t tiers 
that a child altlictcd with croup or 
phthisic eonid be permanently 
cured by boring a hole m a tree 
and placing some of the little one's 
hair in the hole, plugging it up 
tightly, all to be doni secretly and 
when the child had grown above 
the bole, which was always bored 
exactly the lieight of the child, it 
would outgrow its malady. Old 
atiseos can testify to t6e preva 
lencc of this belief and certain ones 
in each community were supposed 
to be gifted with this power of 
healing diseases, and the frequent 
finding of plugged trees shows how 
comn^on was the belief. The pin 
and hair seat us will be placed in 
the mnseum here. The hsir is au 
burn and possibly tho one is still 
living from whose head seventy 
years ago the lock was taken. This 
interesting relic was found by Mr. 
L. L. Graddy on the Mat Oobyas' 
farm, near Salem.church.

New Parm Industry. 

A recent report ol the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture calls attention 
to the profit there is in osier 
culture if prosecuted by farmers as 
a side line to other products. It 
is staled that nearly all the willow 
used in this country for making 
willowarq^s imported. It is sug- 
gested that vast tracts of land in the 
country that are practically worth- 
less for most agricultural purposes 
might be used for osier culture. 
Information furnished to the de- 
partment by some of the few grow- 
growers engaged in osier culture 
place the net profit on an acre at 
figures varying from $125 (the 
minimum in unfavorable condi- 
tions) to 1133. Experience has 
shown that the best soil appears 
to be fresh black sand, but even a 
heavy compact lo'bm or rich but 
sour meadow land is acceptable.
